2. Claims 17 to 19 and 34 to 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gershkovich. 

See previous rejection paper number 6. 

3. Claims 42-43 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 to 7, 9-16, 20-26, 28-33, and 36-41 are allowable over prior art of 
record. 

5. This is in response to the applicant's remark, which was received on January 16, 
2004. 

Regarding applicant's remark on page 12, at lines 4 to 16, the applicant is 
correct that there was a typo error and "Here" reference should have been "Heie" 
reference. Also, the examiner was on leave last December for whole month and 
apologizes for telephone calls. 

On page 14, line 10 to page 15, line 16, the applicant has argued that 
Gershkovich reference does not disclose automatically adjusting tone features including 
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at least one of a tone frequency and a tone duration. The applicant's argument is not 
persuasive because the claims claimed "tone frequency and/or duration". 
The examiner maintains the rejection as set forth above.
